Status of the Application 

Acknowledgement is made of the receipt of the Drawings, the Extension of Fees 
and the IDS, all filed 12/03/01. 

Claims 1-148 are pending. Claims 1-148 are subject to an Election/Restriction 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-66 and 143-148, drawn to a dispersion which comprises: an oily 
phase; an aqueous phase, in the form of an oil-in-water emulsion or a 
water-in-oil emulsion; and at least one active ingredient, classified in class 
424, subclass 439. 

II. Claims 67-142, drawn to a method for the production of dispersion, 
classified in class 264, subclass 4.1 .
